Austin. Texas, May 21. 1936.

The meeting was called to order at 10;30 A. M., with Mayor Tom Miller presiding.

Councilman aillls offered the following resolution:

WHEREAS, Texas Public Service Company has presented to the Olty Council tentative

mapa or plans showing the proposed construction of its gas mains In the streets In the

Olty of Austin hereafter named, and said maps or plans have been considered by the

Olty Council; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED B* THE OIT* COUNCIL OP THE OIT* OP AUSTIN:

THAT Texas Public Service Company be and the same Is hereby permitted to lay and

construct Its gas mains In and upon the following streets;

(1) A gas main In ETHRIDOE AVENUE across Harris Boulevard, the centerllne of which
gas main shall be 8| feet south of and parallel to the north line of said Ethrldge Avenue.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less than 2& feet.

(2) A gas main In WATHEN AVENUE across Harris Boulevard, the centerllne of which
gas main shall be S£ feet south of and parallel to the north line of said Wathen Avenue.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less than 2& feet.

(3) A gas main In OLTQRF STREET from the west line of South Congress Avenue west
IS feet, the oenterllne of which gas main shall be 13& feet north of and parallel to
the south line of said Oltorf Street.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less than 2& feet.

(it-) A sas main across OLTORF STREET at South Congress Avenue, the oenterllne of
which gas main shall be 2 feet west of and parallel to the west line of South Congress
Avenue*

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less than 2& feet.

(5) A gas main In SOUTH CONGRESS AVENUE from the north line of Oltorf Street north
92 feet, the oenterllne of which gas main shall be 3 feet east of and parallel to the
west line of said South Congress Avenue.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less than 2$ feet.

The Texas Public Service Company Is hereby put upon notice that the City of Austin

does not guarantee that the space assigned above Is clear from other underground utili-

ties, but Is based upon the boot records wo have at hand, and that the minimum depth

stated does not have any reference to the fact that greater depths may not be required

at special points. When the Texas Public Service Company requires definite Information

upon the ground as to elevations or working points from which to base the location of

their assignments, they shall apply to the City Engineering Department not less than

three (3) days before such Information Is required. The Texas Public Service Company

is further put upon notice that they will be required to bear the expense of repairs

or replacement of any underground utility damaged during the construction of lines

named in this resolution.

ANP THAT whenever pavement IB cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water roust be

used at Intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

THAT the work and laying of aald gas raalna, Including the excavation in the streets
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and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after said mains have been laid

shall be under the supervision and direction of the City Manager and under all the

pertinent terms and conditions of the certain franchise granted to said Company by

the City of Austin.

City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, which property Is locally known as 2006 Speedway,
all as shown upon the plan hereto attached marked 2-0-626.

(RESOLUTION)

WHEREAS, 0. *F. Alford, owner of Lot 51» Block B, Outlot 16, Division "D" of the

Government Outlets adjoining the Original City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, which

property abuts the west side of Speedway south of East Slat Street, and which property

Is locally known as 2006 Speedway, has made application to the City Council of the

City of Austin for permission to set the curb back from the established curb line on

the west side of Speedway at the above described property, thereby lessening the

traffic hazard at this location by creating a greater width of travelway on Speedway;

and

WHEREAS, a plan has been prepared showing the proposed layout of the above describ-

ed setback and said plan has been considered and approved by the City Council of the

City of Austin; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OP THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT C. F. Alford, owner of Lot 51, Block B, Outlot IS, Division "D" of the

Government Outlets adjoining the Original City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, which

property abuts the west side of Speedway south of East 21st Street, and which property

Is locally known as 2006 Speedway, IB hereby granted permission to set the curb baok

from the established curb line on the west aide of Speedway adjacent to the above

described property.

Permission to construct the above described curb setback Is granted subject to

the same's being constructed In accordance with the plan approved by the City Engineer

of the City of Austin, which plan la hereto attached marked 2-C-626, and la made a part

hereof, and In aocordance with the following conditions:

(1) That the construction of the setback area on Speedway ahall be carried out In
accordance with the accompanying plan marked 2-C-626 and that all auch widened areas,
driveways or ramps and curba ahall be constructed of concrete at the expense of the
applicant.

(2) That all such concrete shall be not less than 6 Inches In thickness and shall
be of the following proportions: 1 part cement, 2j parts of sand, and ft parts of screen-
ed gravel or rock.

(3) That the concrete curbs adjacent to the eldewalk area ahall be not less than
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6 Inches high and that an expansion joint not less than 3/^ Inoh thick shall be plaood
between the ourb and the aldowalk as ehown on the plan hereto attached marked 2-0-626.

(k) That all suoh expansion Joints shall be of the pre-moulded type*

(5) That all concrete work within the street area shall be done by a bonded side-
walk contractor.

(6) That the applicant shall be required to clean the nev/ly created ramp area at
least twice per week and shall dispose of the debris at his expense.

(7) That all work shall be done In accordance with lines and grades furnished by
the Engineering Department of the Olty of Austin and under the direction of the Olty
Engineer.

PLAN; AND REGULATING AND DISTRICTING THE HEIGHT,
NUMBER OF STORIES AND SI2E OP BUILDINGS AND OTHER
STRUCTURES, THE PERCENTAGE OF LOT THAT MAY BE OC-
CUPIED, THE SIZE OP YARDS, COURTS AND OTHER OPEN
SPACES, THE DENSITY OF POPULATION, THE LOCATION
AND USE OF BUILDINGS, STRUCTURES AND LAND FOR
TRADE INDUSTRY, RESIDENCES AND OTHER PURPOSES;AND
DIVIDING THE CITY OF AUSTIN INTO DISTRICTS OR • •
ZONES, AND REGULATING AND DISTRICTING THE EREOTION,
CONSTRUCTION, RECONSTRUCTION, ALTERATION, REPAIR
AND USE OF BUILDINGS, STRUCTURES OR LAND WITHIN
SUOH DISTRICTS OR ZONES; AND PROVIDING UNIFORM
REGULATIONS FOR THE SEVERAL CLASSES AND KINDS OF
BUILDINGS OH STRUCTURES AND USES WITHIN THE DIS-
TRICTS OR ZONES; AND ADOPTING TWO ZONING MAPS, DIS-
CLOSING RESPECTIVELY THE SEVERAL USE DISTRICTS AND
THE SEVERAL HEIGHT AND AREA DISTRICTS, AND THE RE-
STRICTIONS AND LIMITATIONS AND PROVISIONS APPLICABLE
TO SUCH DISTRICTS; AND PROVIDING FOR A BOARD OF AD-
JUSTMENT AND DEFINING THE POWERS OF SAME; AND PRO-
VIDING CERTAIN PENALTIES AND REMEDIES; AND DECLAR-
ING AN EMERGENCY. "

Councilman Glllls offered the following resolution:

WHEREAS, there appears of record In Plat Book 1, page ty, and In Plat Book ,2, at

page 1̂ 9, of the Plat Records of Travis County, Texas, the map or plat of Panoy Addition

In the Olty of Austin, upon which plat Is shown the certain streets hereinafter described,

which streets were dedicated to public use; and

WHEREAS, thereafter Mrs. Lena Danoy Ledbetter, the owner of all of the property

contained In said Danoy Addition, has resubdlvlded Blocks X, F, and 0, a part of said

Panoy Addition, and In such Resubdlvlslon has-employed the streets shown In said Pancy

Addition and hereinafter described, and In lieu thereof has substituted and dedicated

other streets to public use, plat of which Resubdlvlslon of BlooKs X, F, and 0, of the

Panoy Addition, Is recorded .In Plat Book 3, at page 239, of the Plat Records of Travis

Comity, Texas; now, therefore,

BE XT RESOLVEP BY THE .OIK COUNCIL OP THE CITY OP AUSTIN;

THAT In consideration of the dedication and setting apart perpetually for the use

of the public of the streets designated on the plat of said Resubdlvlslon as East SSth

Street, East 29th Street, and .Prury Lane, and a 15 foot alley east of Block I, and a

15 foot alley, east of Block F, which dedications are hereby approved and accepted, the

certain streets hereinafter described shall be and they are each hereby perpetually

vacated;

1, A street 60 feet In width shown as Prury Lane upon the map or plat of Panoy
( *

Addition, as .referred to above, and extending from the south line of Panoy Addition to

the north line of Panoy Addition;

2.-That portion of Panoy.Street shown upon the map or plat of Panoy Addition, as

referred to above, extending from.the east line of Poydras Street to the west line of

Prury Lane, being a strip of land 60 feet wide and 165 feet long;

3« That portion of Oarnatz Street shown upon the map or plat of Panoy Addition, as

above referred to, extending from the east line of Poydras Street to the west line of

Prury Lane, and being a strip of land 60 feet wide and 165 feet long.

The motion carried by the following vote: Ayes, Councilman Alford,

CUllls, and Mayor Miller, 3; nnys, none; Councllmen Bartholomew and Wolf absent, 2.

The hearing on the rezonlng of property on the Frederiokeburg Road, beginning

at a point formed by the Intersection of the City Limits and the Froderlcksburg Road

on the west side from the south line of the City Limits north approximately 12?6 feet

to the north line of the Oranberry tract for a depth of 150 feet, and on the east aide

from the south line of the City Limits north approximately 1276 feet and from the east

line of the new highway to the v/eet line of the old highway, so as to change aame from

RESIDENCE "A" PISTRICT to COMMERCIAL "C" PISTRICT was reopened,
